AS USUAL, all the exciting evetits taking place 
in the world outside — Russian-German war, change 
of cabinet in Japan, and so forth — have completely 
failed to ruffle the placid surface of life in Peiping.

The celebrations appear to have 
een staged for a dual purpose, to 
kill two birds with one stone, so to 
say. For they were also used as 
an opportunity to advertise, and 
make the public acquainted with 
the second Public Security Inten- 
sification Campaign, which is sup~ 
posed to be at present under way. 
Exactly what this campaign is 
about remains a mystery to every- 
one—e€ven to its sponsors appar- 
ently—all the more as people have 
been repeatedly fold that north 
China has been completely paci- 
fied. 

Anyhow, the Peiping public is 
about as peaceful and subdued, as 
well could be, these days. This is 
on a par with some of the pro- 
paganda slips used in the cam~ 
paign which are pasted on rick- 
shaws and telegraph poles, calling 
on the public to “oppose the 
policy of resistance to the end.”

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THE MOST URGENT development re- 
quired in the field of education in Hong 
Kong, says the report for 1940-41 of the 


Director of Education, 


Mr. C. G. Sollis, is the 


extension af Government provision for Chin- 
ese primary education, especially for the 


children of the poorer 


classes. 


This, says Mr. Sollis, should take two 


forms: the provision of Government schools 


and more generous 
schools. 


For the former a ten year oan 


| has been drawn up and approved 
by the Board of Education, pro- 
viding ultimately for 50 schools 
(20 urban to agcommodate about 
7,200 children, and 30 small rural 
schools to accommodate from 2,500 
to 3,000). 

For the latter a new subsidy 
code has been prepared and ap- 
proved by the Board of Education 
and the Hong Kong Government. 
The plan for Government rural 
schools includes a new teachers’ 
training college for rural school 
teachers. 

Anotber development of almost 
equal urgency is the provision of 
playgrounds for schools in the 
urban districts. A list of areas in 
which such playgrounds are re- 
quired has been prepared and sub- 
mitted to the Town Planner. 


New Grant Code 


When the new grant code re- 
ceives final approval, there will 
be reasonable provision under ex- 
isting conditions for English edu- 
cation, and further expansion 
should await the prior develop- 
ment of Chinese schools as oul- 
lined ‘bove. 

The report of the Education De- 
partment also reveals that the 
provided schools (that ls, Govern- 
ment schools) cost $1,915,234 dur- 
ing the period January 1940 to 
March 1941 and fees collected 
totalled $366,529. Aided schools 
cost Government $578,570 in 
grants and subsidies. 

There were no less than 400 ap- 
plications for the 48 places in the 
new course starting in Septem- 
ber 1940 at the Teachers Trajning 
College.

It was then decided that in the 
unanimous opinion of the Football 
League management committee. 
all 15 southern clubs who refused 
to fu'fil the fixtures made for them 
had, by their action, ceased to be 
members of the Football 
jand the committee resolved that 
the shares in the League held by 
the efght full members were now 
cuncelled, 

The four clubs who joined the 
Londoners in revolt are Aldershot, 
Brighton, Reading and Watford, -- 
Reuter.

The very nature oz the ee 
taking and its vast scope—the 
feeding of over one and a half mil- 
lion psople—necessitate that the 
Rice Monopoly be run strictly on 
coremercial lines if it is to be suc- 
cessful. But the Monopoly is a 
public institution and not a com- 


‘mercial enterpmse, whiéh would 


seek to make profits in order to 
pay dividends to shareholders.. 
Properly regarded, the funds with | 
which the Monopvly is financed 
are public funds, and, while the 
Monopoly has no desire or inten- 
tion to make profits from its trans- 
actions, it is equally important 
that It should operate in conform- 
ity with sound economic _ princi- 
ples. 

The price at which rice can be! 
sold by the Monopoly is governed’ 
by several considerations, one of 
the most important being 
the price at which it can 
be replaced; and the factors 
which determine replacement cost 
are unfortunately to a jarge ex- 
tent beyond the control of the 
Monopoly. In addition to its 
overhead expenses. which are 
comparatively small, the Mono- 


poly has to meet interest charges } 


and to prepare. for the day whea,
